CALCUTTA, February 
23.—(By 


the Associated Press)—A case of 
suttee, reported from a village in 
Etawah district, Indicates that the 
ancient Hindu custom of widow sui- 
cide has not yet entirely disappeared. 
Suttee is the name given to a Hindu 
widow, who, to avoid 
the 
social 


stigma of widowhood, throws herself 
upon the funeral pyre of her husband 
and dies by the fire which consumes 
his remains. A British law making 
the abettor of a suttee liable to con- 
viction for abettmcnt of suicide or 
murder has tended to cause the rite 
to die out, but it is still practiced oc- 
casionally in some parts of India. 


In the case -reported from Etawah, 


one Gaaga. Din Aliir, aged 28, died 
after a brief illness. His wife, Mus- 
arotnat Rukka, three years younger, 
Immediately 
after his death, 
an- 


nounced her intention to become a 
suttee. Members of the family at- 
tempted to dissuade her from this in}- 
tention, but she did not yield. 


On tbe folio .ving morning when 


the body of Ganga Din was taken for 
cremation, -the widow, dressed us a 
bride, 
followed 
carrying 
several 


lighted candles. When the body was 
arranged for 
burning, she walked 


around the pyre as a token of respect, 
then mounted it and sat with 
her 


husband's head in her lap while the 
lire was applied to the wood. 


As A result of the woman's death, 


fl criminal case was started against 
six men of the village. Three of the 
defendants were acquitted, and the 
others sentenced to four years' im- 
prisonment. They claimed they had 
no knowledge of the woman's inten- 
tion.

stead Act.

wouldn't sustain such a modification 
of the Volstead Act- 


President Harding is one of the 


men who believes two per cent beer 
would probably not violate the eirii- 
teenth amendment and would furnish 
an enormous tax revenue but he 
doesn't think such a proposal could 
get through Congress at this time and 
he doubts whether it ever will. 


Granting, however, that two per 


cent beer 's:i't intoxicating and that 
it conforms to the eighteenth amend- 
ment, how would it be distributed? 
If handled by drug stores or grocery 
stores, it would only convert the lat- 
ter into saloons. 
Capt Stayton 


thinks delivery can be made direct 
to the home from the factory and 
many of the evils of the saloon 
avoided and he points out too that 
near-beer saloons and soft drink par- 
lors have become gathering places for 
saloons.

Supreme Court 
has said the Volstead law was proper

THE PARABLE OF THE POUNDS 


Life for us all means stewardship, 


aud more and more we see 
that 


there Is a delicate aud 
automatic 


system of rewards and punishment 
uuder the sanction of the One Sur 
preme Being. Christ does not 
de- 


inaud success, but. unfailing faithful- 
ness in building the kingdom, and it 
there is one thing above others which 
the parable of the pounds teaches it 
is our common equality in Christ's 
kingdom as we begin. 


Many agree that this parable is a 


varied repetition, of the parable ol 
talents found in Matthew's gospel. 
Its change is occasioned by a bit of 
local history which gives a 
back- 


ground to the parable. Jericho had 
been passed, where there was a niag- 
niilcent palace, the home of Arcbc- 
Inus, son of Herod the Great, famed 
for 
his 
cmelty. In 
those 
days 


Herodwn princes on coming to office 
went to Rome for their official in- 
auguration us we would say. 
There 


was such a protest against Arch- 
elaus that an embassy followed him 
protesting the appointment, (r. 14) 
and said, "We will not hare this man 


t<> reign over us." 
Wo can notice 


these further differences aside from 
local history. Smaller amounts are 


given these servants than 
in 
the 


parable of the talents, for they re- 
ceived but one sixtietli of a talent. 
In this ten men receive equal amounts 
in place of three men receiving un- 
equal but greater sums. 


We do not mean to confine 
this 


comment to 
comparing 
differences 


when great principles of conduct are 
the central teaching. The kingdom 
of God is coming and Christ is its, 
appointed King. His kingdom 
was 


appointed unto Him by His Father, 
but the power and the fulness of His 
coming depend in a very real way 
upon us. His kingdom is extended 
in human discipleship Bin! becomes 
actual in our fidelity and obedience. 
As Jesus spoke He did it in the light 
of His expected return and in sub- 
stance this, "I am going from you 
and I am leaving.you a great trust, 
and you are in the end to be Judged 
by your faithfulness to this trust. 
Everything that you do must be gov- 
erned by the idea of accountability, 
and 1 will someday return and ask 
you to give an 
account 
of 
your 


stewardship." 


When we look at the disciples we 


recognize that ours is a similar po- 
sition. Each person is equal in rc- 


sponsibility, ertch is eaual in honor, 


I as in our land of America we arc 
' expected to express equal loyalty and 
! receive equal prtection as citizens. 


i On the other hand we admit n dift- 


j crence in station so far as native 
ability and the development of our 
powers is concerned. The servants 
of (lie iwbleiunn received the same 
trust, they also received the same 
task, "•occupy till I 
come." This 


was precisely what the disciples were 
to do. Humanly sneaking, the en- 


j tire responsibility of the enterprise of 
! the kingdom was so^n to rest upon 
i them: they were to record and pro- 
' claim their Master's words, carry on 
.His work, fulfill his purposes, and 
establish among men His ideals; and 
if they failed, there would he no one 
else lo dn it. They were to become 
'His hands. His voice, 
His 
heart. 


And that has been true ever since. 
Wo also are to occupy till He comes, 
and if anything can give dignity or 
meaning to life, it is just this sense 


! of liigh responsibility. If we are 
really keeping Christ's peace and do- 
ing His work in the world it will 
give even the commonest 
task 
a 


splendid greatness. 


In the parable the servants fulfill 


, their trust with varying success. Thi; 
most capable multiply over and over 
again what they had; their pound be- 
comes ten pounds. Those less cap- 
able, but rtill of considerable force, 
multiply their trust by five, and they 
do this because they tried.

with the fervor of a battle-scarred 
crusader—that big 'crowd seemed to 
be ready, aye, willing to lead, to 
follow, to be in the thickest of the 
four weeks' battle that was given a 
most 
auspicious 
start 
as 
they 


launched forth the first attack that 
religious leaders believe will mark. 
an important epoch in the lives of the 
people.of this city and Vicinity, 


Looking back over several years, I 


recall that old hand-built tabernacle 
where the Ber. Billy Sunday used to 
make those pine knots fairly belch 
pitch. I can see the baseball evangel- 
ist as he went after the devil with the 
eagerness of a blooded hound on a 
hot track.

From a sociological point of. view,

Hits Tom Cole In Head; May Die 


Claim Shooting Is Accidental; 


Police Making Investigation 


Thomas Cole, 21 years' old, well 


known chauffeur, is iu a critical con- 
dition and will probably die as the 
result of a wound in his head, inflict- 
ed by a bullet fired accidentally, it 
is claimed, from a gun in the hands 
of his lover, Goldie Hudson, 28 years 
old. widely Known dainsel of the 
North Knd, wliere she formerly was 
proprietor of a resort- 


The probable fatal 
shootufg oc- 


curred at the woman's home, 1113 
Thirtoeiii.li street, shortly after one 
o'clock Friday morning, when, ac- 
cording to the police investigation the 
couple were in the front room of the 
Irausu Miss Hudson accepted a chal- 
lenge from Cole to shoot at a canary 
bird in a cage in the room when it 
started warbling and raising the pis- 
tol the woman fired, the bullet strik- 
ing her companion in the head, the 


leaden messenger, entering on 
the 


right side back of the ear and pene- 
trating the brain, an examination by 
physicians ' disclosed 
when 
the 


wounded man was hurried to Mercy 
hospital a short, time following the 
shooting. •" 


Responding to a call. Capt Startz- 


man and Patrolman Cox were on Uie 
scene and took the gun user into cus- 
tody and she was locked up at the 
city jail for investigation. 'She in- 
sists that the shooting was purely ac- 
cidental aud in a statement to {he 
officers before he was removed to the 
hospital. Cole supported the woman's 
claim that it was wholly accidental. 
Both disclaimed there had been any 
trouble between them and three other 
persons i" tie'house at the time 
claimed to the officers there had been 
no quarrel or dispute.
